T HE Commissioners for the New Valuation of Dublin have the honour to transmit 
herewith, for the information of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, their Report of 
the Valuation of the City, as directed by the Act of the 5th of Geo. IV, c. 118, com- 
prising such houses within the Circular Road as were occupied or tenantable to the 
aoth October 1828. 



The Commissioners have to observe, that the following Public Edifices are not 
included ; viz. — 

Trinity College, 

Bank of Ireland, 

Royal Exchange, 

Linen Hall, 

King’s Inns ; 

these being all structures of great extent, and in character essentially different from 
private dwellings or premises, and, with exception of the Bank (which pays 41 /. os. 6 d.) 
being exempt from Minister’s-money, are submitted for special consideration. 



They wish further to remark, that the several houses on the east side of Great Ship- 
street, and in Stephen-street, which heretofore were private property, and subject to 
Minister’s-money, being now in possession of His Majesty’s Ordnance, are also omitted 
in this Valuation.
